Their small boat filled with water 
until it had sunk almost to the water's 
edge, two men, whose names were not 
secured, were rescued Sunday after¬ 
noon by a party of South San Fran¬ 
ciscans from what doubtless would 
have been a watery grave but for the 
arrival of the rescue party. The res¬ 
cuers were D. W. Ratto, Etienne X. 
Fourcana, Lawrence Nieri, and En¬ 
rico Grandona. The four had been on 
a trip to San Leandro in their launch, 
the Jeanette. When nearing South 
San Francisco on the return at about 
4 o’clock in the afternoon they were 
startled by cries for help, and saw a 
small boat with two men In it about 
one and a half miles off Fuller’s Point. 
Cutting loose three small boats which 
the launch was trailing in order to 
make faster time, the larger boat was 
sent dashing to the rescue. The boat, 
containing two men, was found sunk 
low and leaking badly. Every wave 
was dashing over its sides and its- 
occupants were in desperate plight 
when the launch arrived. They were 
brought ashore but did not give their 
names, although they stated they 
lived in San Francisco. They said 
they had Intended rowing near shore, 
but had been blown out into the bay 
and their boat had sprung aleak. 


San Mateo Pyramid Xo. 25, Ancient 
Egyptian Order of Sciots, held a cere¬ 
monial at Masonic Temple, San Mateo, 
last Saturday evening, at which 
twenty candidates became members 
of the order.

That everything possible will be 
done to meet the situation in the event 
of a general railroad strike, is the 
declaration of Harley W. Brundige, 
president of the State Railroad Com¬ 
mission. Mr. Brundige added that 
owing to the state highway system 
and the development of auto trans¬ 
portation, this state would suffer less 
than most states in a rail tie-up. 

“About 70 per cent,” said President 
Brundige, “of less than carload 
freight within a radius of 100 miles of 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and other 
jobbing centers is now moved by auto 
truck; on a fifty-mile basis the per¬ 
centage is considerably larger. So far 
as the transportation of foodstuffs to 
supply the inhabitants of cities is con¬ 
cerned there will be no serious danger 
because of a railroad strike. These 
truck lines also will be able to handle 
large quantities of merchandise not 
produced in California, but which 
reach our ports by water, so that we 
are particularly advantageously situ¬ 
ated in the event of a rail tie-up situa¬ 
tion. Two serious problems present 
themselves, however, in the distribu¬ 
tion to interior points of crude oil to 
gas plants and for heating purposes; 
also the distribution of gasoline for 1 
automobiles, trucks, and for pumping 
plants and other farm machinery. By 
making ample provision, however, 
this situation should be met without 
great difficulty. Xear the terminals 
of the pipe lines and refineries there 
will be little trouble, and by the use 
of trucks and river steamers interior 
points can be fairly well supplied. 

“In the event that the threatened 
strike should attain such proportions 
as to result in anything, like a com¬ 
plete tie-up of rail transportation, the j 
commission feels that it is its duty,

THE LINCOLN MEMORIAL

T HOSE who have 

lands say that no other 
structure compares favorably, i 
size, beauty or location, with the great, 
simple and admirably-situated monu¬ 
ment ereeted by the j>eople of Amer¬ 
ica, In the capital of the nation, as 
a fitting tribute to the memory of the 
kindness and the greatness of our 
Lincoln. 

Near the White House and the 
Washington Monument, and between 
the Capitol building arid the National 
cemetery, this memorial is destined 
to become one of the most-visited of 
all the public buildings of the world. 

The building is 202 feet long, 132 
feet wide and surrounded by a row 
of marble columns, several feet In di¬ 
ameter at the base and 44 feet high. 

In tbe center of the interior Is a 
colossal statue of Lincoln, In a seated 
position. Including tbe base, it is 30 
feet high. It weighs 175 tons. It took 
twenty marble cutters eighteen 
months to carve tills statue. 

In each of the side walls are set 
monumental bronze tablets—one of 
Lincoln's famous Gettysburg address, 
the other of his masterful second In¬ 
augural address, while between these 
and the statue is a row of 36 columns, 
representing the states which existed 
when Lincoln died ; i>n the walls above 
are 48 memorial wreaths, supported by 
eagles, representative of the states of 
today. At either end Is a massive 
painting—12 feet high and .00 feet 
long.

OUR LARGEST MUNICIPAL 
PIER 

C HICAGO’S municipal pier, one of 
the largest and most useful 
public structures, is likewise one of 
the stupendous engineering feats of 
the times. It not only provides 8,500 
feet of dockage space and more than 
45i KX) square feet of freight storage 
spuce, but Is also a magnet of enor¬ 
mous proportions for recreational pur¬ 
poses. 

This great structure Juts out into 
Lake Michigan for 3,000 feet and ts 
292 feet wide. In its construction 
there were used 20,000 piling, 1,500,- 
000 cubic yards of sand and clay and 
50,000 cubic feet of re-lnforced con¬ 
crete; 80 cars of steel sash and doors 
and 80.000 window panes. Although 
sub-divided Into a hendhouse (the 
shore end), a frelght-and-passenger 
section, a terminal building and a rec¬ 
reational section, it Is ail under one 
roof. 

Street cars ascend an incline to 
the second floor and run out to the 
terminal building. Foot traffic Is 
accommodated by 16-foot-wlde hoard 
walks. 2.340 feet long, reaching out 
to the recreation end of the building. 

In addition to spacious waiting and 
rest rooms, there Is a hospital, restau¬ 
rant, art room, auditorium—used for 
dunclng, concerts and banquets,—and 
a roof garden.

THE HOOKER OAK . 

I N BEAUTIFUL 2,300-acre Bldweil 
park which, by the way. is one of the 
largest uatural-wooded parks in the 
country, in the little city of Chico, 
California—some 180 miles northeast 
of San Francisco, there Is a giant 
white-oak tree which is believed to 
be the largest of Its kind In the world. 

This ponderous monarch of the for¬ 
est was named after Sir Joseph 
Hooker,'the noted English naturalist, 
who.

The greatest cir¬ 
cumference of its outside branches 
reaches the astonishing figure of al¬ 
most 400 feet. 

Students of treedom fron^nenr and 
far have come and tried ever)- means 
known to science to coax this mas¬ 
sive oak to whisper the secret of its 
tremendous size and unusual age. but 
It merely waves its branches In the 
geirtle breeze and seems to laugh at 
them. So, the best they can do Is to 
estimate its age. Tbe consensus of 
opinion Is that It has been on earth 
well nigh 1,000 years. 

General William Tecumseh jSher- 
man, of Civil war fame, gave It as 
his opinion that an army of 7,000 
men could stand within its shade at 
high noen.

Editor of The Enterprise; Answering your inquiry, “What of a Greater 
San Francisco?” my answer is, “Right down the peninsula.” 

San Francisco stands today like a dream city, the New York of the Pacific, 
a painted ship upon a painted ocean, needing nothing but effort to make it a 
sterling reality. J. Spencer Smith, vice-chairman of New York port authority, 
pronounces San Francisco terminals the best in the United States. The strik¬ 
ing similarity of Manhattan, N. Y„ to the San Francisco peninsula is con¬ 
stantly being mapped in forecasting San Francisco’s future, and the city of 
“manifest destiny" is accepted as a fact. As Gavin McNab in a recent address 
aays,‘“God has helped San Francisco as He lias helped no other place, and He 
Is waiting for us to do the rest,” and that US means the business men of both 
San Francisco and San Mateo counties. This does not mean that Han Fran¬ 
cisco should gobble up San Mateo county, but it does mean that San Mateo 
county and San Francisco should do team work so manifestly to the benefit 
of each. Politics and annexation do not figure in this matter, but the energies 
and co-operation of the people of the entire San Fruncisco peninsula in sup¬ 
plementing the magnificent work of nature will result in a real metropolitan 
area, a real New York of the Pacific, all the way down the San Francisco 
peninsula 

We have all seen and admired the magnificent team work of men of effort 
in thc^upbuilding of the city of Oakland. Handicapped in natural advantages, 
she Has nevertheless outstripped in development, proportionately, almost any 
city on tills coast. San Francisco, secure in its so-called “manifest destiny," 
•aw and applauded and advanced the slogan “Oakland is part of the metro¬ 
politan area of San Francisco.” In a brokd sense the slogan is rigut, hut the 
fact remains that great industries, once the boast of San Francisco, have 
moved to Oakland. The business of the Pacific seas is today, as never before, 
attracting Industries from all over the world, and the big proportion of these 
industries have located on the Oukland side of tiie bay. Local enterprise and 
effort, supplemented by large government appropriations, have mastered 
many of Oakland’s natural disadvantages, and deep-sea shipping and ter¬ 
minals are becoming a feature in the enterprising affairs of Oakland. A free 
port is being financed and will probably materialize in Oakland. The naval 
base at Alameda will add wonderful changes in the deep-sea development of 
Oakland's water front, and in the strength of circumstances and in the con¬ 
fidence of ambitious realization Oakland does not accept the slogan of San 
Francitaco's metropolitan area, but makes the reverse as true: the big 
metropolis wil^ be on the mainland, the metropolitan area of Oakland will 
dominate.

Dr. Rastall, M. M. O'Shaughnessy and municipal chiefs of San 
Francisco are at work on this problem today, and, as never before, many men 
of effort in San Mateo county are doing team work witli San Francisco in this 
feature. Make the entire peuinsulu thoroughly and perfectly accessible, and 
the answer “What of a Greater San Francisco?’’ will be the reality developed 
on tl\e entire peniusula, and its metropolitan area as a fact will coinpass the 
entire bay region. Build the Dumbarton bridge, construct the east buy shore 
highway, complete the skyline boulevard, electrify the Southern Pacific rail¬ 
road, or improve rail transportation down the peninsula, back up the new 
speedway, foster the movie Imhistry at San Mateo, give support to the “Pacific 
Fity,* and above all things promote the industrial and water front programs 
of Redwood City, San Mateo and all the west bay water front, which, of course, 
Includes South San Francisco; yes, and build the Oakland and San Francisco 
bridge. but above all things, keep your home fires burning, and you, Mr. 
Editor, have my answer to your inquiry, “What of a Greater San Francisco?” 

Allow me to suggest that your readers study the article in November 
Bunset, “The City of Serene Indifference," to got the idea of a city of

WHEN ANDY LEWIS FOUGHT 
CHIEF CORNSTALK

The battle of Point Pleasant on 
September 10, 1774, was the first “all- 
American” battle ever fought on tills 
continent. Europeans lintl taken part 
In all Important engagements before— 
French and Indians against British 
and Americans. But when Andy Lewis 
and his borderers hatled with Chief 
Cornstalk and his Shawnees, It was 
strictly a native affair. 

Lewis was horn in Ireland, but he 
hod come to this country while still 
a child, and he was no less an Amer¬ 
ican than the frontiersmen he Jed. He 
fought with George Washington In the 
French and Indlun war and he became 
one of the greatest leaders of the co¬ 
lonial troops. He was six feet two 
Inches tall and powerful. 

Lewis was chosen by Lord Dunmore 
In 1774 to load a picked body of men 
against the Shawnees while Dunmore 
attacked them from another direction. 
Chief Cornstalk knew the two armies 
were coming and decided to defeat one 
before the other could Join It—a fa¬ 
vorite trick of Napoleon. 

The Shawnees attacked Lewis’ army 
early one morning. Lewis had taken 
out his pipe when the first shot was 
fired. He coolly finished lighting his 
pipe and then gave the orders to his 
men, who rushed to meet the Indians. 

Roth sides fought "Indlan-fashlon," 
dodging from tree to tree and taking 
advantage of every bit of cover. The. 
fighting was at a close range and In 
the smoke-filled forest frontiersman 
and Indian came hand to hand—toma¬ 
hawk against hunting knife. 

Late In the afternoon the Indians 
gave way, but there was no rout. 
Cornstalk was too good a general for 
that and the Americans paid dearly 
for every foot of ground they won. 
That night Lewis held possession of 
the battlefield, but he had won It at a 
terrible cost—75 men killed and 140 
wounded. Andy Lewis and his bor¬ 
derers had won the greatest Indian 
battle In early Anterlcnn history. 

Andy Lewis did not have a chance 
to make a name for himself In the 
War of the Revolution which soon fol¬ 
lowed. He was passed over for gen 
erals of less ability and he died In 
1780, an embittered, broken-hearted 
old man. -The fate of his opponent. 
Cornstalk, had also been a sad one 
In 1777 he came to a fort on the Ohio 
on a friendly mission. He was arrest 
ed and thrown Into prison. While 
there the great Shawnee leader was 
treacherously murdered by a mob ot 
soldiers In revenge for the denth of a 
comrade who had been killed by In 
linns

The age-long conflict between 
church and state was the subject of 
the sermon at Grace Church last Sun¬ 
day. A synopsis of the Rev. E. H. 
Molony’s address is given below. 

Should the church dictate moral 
and religious legislation to the state? 
History gives two extremes: 

1. One shows pagan Rome seeking 
to control religion and stamp out 
Christianity. Christians were forced 
to meet in secret, in the catacombs, 
etc., but, when accused, chose death 
rather than deny the faith. The state 
autocracy failed. 

2. The other shows ecclesiastical 
Rome assuming autocracy. Begin¬ 
ning with Constantine, Christianity 
became the religion of the Roman 
empire, until in the middle ages the 
church dominated the state and as¬ 
sumed autocratic power over indi¬ 
vidual faith. The struggle for the 
right of private judgment continued 
through the centuries and triumphed 
in the Reformation. Again men chose 
liberty or death. Ecclesiastical au¬ 
tocracy failed. Church and state will 
never again be synonymous terms. 
Even with a national church the 
clergy, as such, will not wield the 
sword of state. 

The state has its law, temporal and 
changing. The church its law spirit¬ 
ual and eternal. 

3. But the struggle continues. The 
claim to temporal power lives, and, 
even among Protestant churches, still 
shows its head in the tendency to 
dictate by vote, for one party and 
against another, on moral and re¬ 
ligious legislation. 

The tendency is not merely eccle¬ 
siastical or political, but human 
nature. It is the conflict between the 
institution and the individual; be¬ 
tween the corporation or state and 
the citizen.

The making of sauerkraut offers a j 
good means of utilizing surplus stocks 
of cabbage and at the same time en- i 
ables the housewife to carry over into i 
the winter months a vegetable food 
that helps to vary the diet at a time 
when meat is often too largely used. 1 

Unless very large quantities are j 
desired, four or six gallon stone jars j 
are the best containers. The United 
States Department of Agriculture 
recommends the following method: 
Select only mature, sound heads of I 
cabbage. Quarter them and slice off 
the core portion and shred. An ordi-! 
nary slaw cutter or a large knife will' 
do. 

One pound of salt for every forty 
pounds of cabbage makes the proper 
strength of brine to produce the best 
results. This may be distributed as 
the cabbage is packed in the jar or it 
may be mixed with the shredded 
cabbage before being packed. The 
cabbage should be packed firmly but 
not too tightly. When full, cover the 
jar with a clean cloth and a board 
cover or plate. On the cover place a 
weight heavy enough to cause the 
brine to come up to the cover. If the 
; jar is kept at a temperature of about 
86 degrees F„ fermentation will start 
promptly and should be completed in 
from six to eight days. A scum soon 
forms on the surface, which should be 

skimmed off from time to time. 

I 

After fermentation .is complete, the 
kraut should be set in a cool place. If 
the cabbage is fermented late in the 
1 fall or if it can be stored in a very 
cool place, it may not be necessary to 
do more than keep the surface 
skimmed and protected. Otherwise, it 
will be necessary to take measures to 
prevent spoilage. This may be done

TO STOP A RUG FROM 

PURLING OR WRINKLING 


Af^er cleaning, a machine-made pile 
rug sometimes loses its shape or 
wrinkles and curls up because the 
sizing on the back has worn off. Re¬ 
sizing will pay for itself by adding to 
the durability of the rug as well as 
by making it look much better, and 
can be done at home or by a carpet 
dealer. 

The rug should be stretched tight 
and true and tacked at frequent in¬ 
tervals, face down, on a floor or some 
other flat surface where it can remain 
undisturbed. It should then be 
sprinkled generously with a solution 
made by soaking and dissolving one- 
fourth pound of flake glue in one-half 
gallon of water in a double boiler or 
a container surrounded by hot water. 
The rug should be allowed to dry for 
at least twenty-four hours. If it is 
light weight, care should be taken not 
to put on so much glue that it pene¬ 
trates to the right side.
